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Restrictions on Canada 


U.S. Travel Are Relaxed 


OTTAWA, May 18.—(CP)—Finance Minister Ilsley today an- 
nounced an easing of travel restrictions between Canada and the 


United States. 


While Canadians desiring to go to the United States will still be required 
to obtain Foreign Exchange Control Board permits the conditions under which 
permits will be granted is to be broadened, Mr. Ilsley said in a statement in the 


Commons. * 


The new regulations enable a 

* Canadian to obtain up to $150 in 

United States funds for a single | 

trip to the United States during 
a 12-month period. 


Banks will be given authority to 
sell up to $75 in United States cur-| 
rency and approve a travel permit 
for any purpose where the ap- 
plicant has not obtained a permit, 
except for business or “in transit” 
travel, during the preceding six 
months, 


EXPORT FUNDS 


The common permit used in bor-| 
der communities, Form “H”, which 
previously authorized the export of 
$5 in Canadian funds on condition 
that the money was to be spent only 
for urban transportation is to be 
revised to authorize the export of 
$10 of which not more than $5 may 
be United States cash acquired as 
change on previous trips to the 
United States. Funds exported 
under this arrangement may be us- 
ed fof any expenditure in connec- 
tion with the visit. 

Mr. Ilsley said the new arrange- 
ments would go into effect as 
soon as necessary instructions 
could be issued, probably within 
the next few days. 

The foreign exchange control 
board will continue to make United 
States funds available where they 
are necessary for business travel, 
health or educational reasons, 


ACHIEVED SAVING 

Mr. Ilsley said the restrictions 
imposed in July 1930 had been 
adopted with reluctance. While no 
exact estimate could be made of the 
amount of United States funds that 
had become available for essential 
war purchases as a result of the 
restrictions it was “very substan- 
tial.” 

“There is no doubt it played a 
vital part in seeing us through a 
period of critical scarcity of United 
States funds,” he said. 

“It is not yet possible to remove 
the restrictions entirely but I am 
glad to be able to announce that 
the government now feels that the 
foreign exchange position is such 
as to justify some relaxation,” he 
said.

LONDON, May 18—(CP)—The 
declaration signed by the Com- 
monwealth Prime Ministers at the 
end of their talks in London is “a 
clear and firm indication of what 
the British Commonwealth means 
to its members and to the world,” 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
said in his speech at the closing 
session of the conference. 

Texts of the speeches delivered 
at the final meeting Tuesday by 
the five Commonwealth Prime Min- 
isters were made public last night, 
along with a declaration of the 
conference's accomplishments. 

The only opinion possible of the 
meetings is that “they have been 
most helpful and useful to all who 
have participated in the proceed- 
ings,” said Mr. King. He said he 
was leaving strengthened in the 
knowledge of “our oneness of pur- 
pose” and convinced there is “full 
agreement on essentials.” 

The Canadian Prime Minister 
added: 


FORCES SUPPORTED 

“I shall be able to tell the people 
of Canada, at»this crest of our col- 
lective effort, that the fighting 
forces are being given full and| 
hearty support and that all is being 
done well. The singleness of pur- 
pose with which the task is being 
accomplished and with which the 
tasks ahead are being undertaken 
adds to the assurance of final vic- 
tory, and constructive peace.” 

Mr. King paid tribute to Prime 
Minister Churchill in these words 
—"Time and again we have been 
moved and inspired by your mem- 
orable utterances” during the con- 
ference, 

He paid tribute to the people of} 
Britain too—“Since that very dif- 
ferent spring four years ago the will 
and spirit of the people of Britain 
have been a source of inspiration to 
all the peoples of the Common- 
wealth,” 

The Canadian prime minister said 
the mectings mean much to those 
who attended them and also “will 
mean a great deal to the govern- 
ments which we represent.”

Base in North 
Burma Totters

CHUNGKING, May 18—Ameri- 
can infantry stormed into the 
main Japanese defences at Myit- 
kyina today after over-running 
the garrison’s southern airdrome, 
and front reports indicated that 
the fall of the city, keystone of 
the enemy’s position in northern 
Burma was imminent. 

Three columns of Brig.-Gen, 
Frank Merrill's veteran jungle 
troops launched a co-ordinated at- 
tack on the city today, striking 
behind a shattering mortar barrage. 

Allied observers believed that 
the enemy, forced to disperse his 
forces to meet the Lt.-Gen, Joseph 
W. Stillwell’s Mogaung valley of- 
fenceive and the new Chinese 
thrust across the Salween river 
to the east, had only a weakened 
division left to defend Myitgyina, 


MEANS COLLAPSE 

Destruction of the Myitkyina gar- 
rison, military sources said, would 
probably mean the collapse of the 
entire Japanese position in North- 
east Burma before the start of the 
Monsoo rains—now only a matter of 
days. Culminating at 21-day drive 
through the rugged Kumon hills 
bordering the Mogaung valley, three 
columns of combined troops caught 
the Japanese by surprise yesterday, 
a communique said, and quickly 
overwelmed slight enemy resistance 
to seize the airdrome. 

The city has been held by the 
Japanese for the past two years 
and is one of the main supply 
routes to their forces scattered 
through the jungles and moun- 
tains of Burma from the Chinese 
to the Indian borders, 

While the Chinese-American 
forces were consolidating their posie 
tions before the city, three other 
Allied columns continued their 
drives from the north,

WITH THE 8TH ARMY IN ITALY, May 10.—- (Delayed) 
—(CP)—lIt was quiet there on a hill near San Vittore, a nor- 
mal evening with occasional shells rumbling in the distance. 


To the northwest we could see 
shattered Cassino monastery, and 
above it towering Mount Cairo. 
Due south of Cassino and run- 
ning In a northwest direction to- 
wards Rome is the valley of the 
Liri river, 
The Rapido, whose name 
course, flows into the Liri about 
five miles south of Cassino and 
joins a stream which goes on from 
there into the Tyrrhenian Sea as 
the Garigliano. 

SETTING FOR ASSAULT 

This was the setting for the new 
8th Army assault—Allied soldiers 
storming heights behind Cassino 
and looking down into the Liri 
valley, and other Allied troops 
spanning the Rapido and Gari be- 
tween Cassino and the Liri. 

As darkness settled down and 
haze rose higher between the 
hills the guns became visible 
through their flashes. It was a 
normal nightly barrage. Occasion- 
al flares lingered in the sky over 
Cassino, 

Zero hour approached and we 
could hear the tanks rumbling up 
the main highway which leads to 
Rome and which now is in Allied 
hands as far as Cassino. From there 
on the Germans control it. 

At 11 o'clock a semi-circle of 
light and flame burst around us, It 
was as though a thousand leaping 
candles had been lighted simul- 
taneously. 


GROUND TREMBLED 

The ground trembled, yet the 
noise was not deafening. We were 
behind the guns, sheltered from 

some of them by hills and the im- 
pression was that of continuous 
roar, 

It was awe-inspiring, terrifying, 
yet somehow disappointing. 

For 40 minutes many hundreds 
of guns pounded with what later 
proved to be a great success the 
known German artillery and 
mortar positions. This was a 
straight counter-battery shoot, 
followed by another hour or more 
counter-battery fire and a creep- 
ing barrage, supporting the in- 
fantry advance, 

The mist and smoke limited our 
vision but at times we could see 
flashes on the Monastery hills and 
Mount Cairo, and direct hits on 
Montecoron, on the southern side 
of the Liri, resembled small vol- 
canic eruptions, 

We left our hill in the early 
hours of the morning with the guns 
still firing.

Making for Uniformity 


Manitoba and New Brunswick have 
decided to apply the Dominion labor code 
to other than war industries. Some of the 
other provinces have already taken the 
same course, There is a prospect that the 
code will be made effective in all the pro- 
vinces, either to all industries or to those 
in which labor disturbances are most com- 
mon and most disruptive, As the federal 
authority extends to war plants every- 
where, that would make the code nation- 
wide in its application. 

The western provinces have a parti- 
cular interest in the establishment of uni- 
form labor conditions and rates of pay all 
over the Dominion, and therefore in the 
code as tending toward that end. Industrial 
development has been hampered in the 
west because of inequality, particularly in 
the matter of pay. Cheaper labor has made 
it possible for manufacturers in the eastern 
provinces to undersell here the products of 
western factories. In proportion as the 
code brings about a levelling-up of pay 
scales across the Dominion it will reduce 
this handicap and give the west a chance to 
exnand industrial enterprise in keeping 
with its natural resources. 

The code will not of course make wages 
the same in Quebec as in Alberta. But it 
aims at higher pay where rates have been 
low, and will therefore tend to bring about 
a process of equalization upward. 


State Medicine 


It is hard to believe that Dr. T. C. 
Routley of Toronto expressed the view of 
all Canadian medical men when he told the 
Canadian conference on social work, in 
Winnipeg, that the Canadian medical pro- 
fession opposes any change in the present 
doctor-patient relationship. 

“We still believe,” he declared, “in the 
free choice of doctor by patient and patient 
by doctor.” 

This is a high-sounding statement cal- 
culated to appeal to the current democratic 
craze for freedom of choice in all things. 
But surely it does not obscure the in- 
dividual’s right to an even greater freedom 
rue freedom to enjoy health and a long 

ife, 

Medicine has many splendid traditions 
and can point with pride to many magnifi- 
cent accomplishments. But none of these 
even begin to balance the basic social in- 
iquity which lies in the case of a single man 
whose life is shortened because he refuses 
to assume that burden of debt which usually 
accompanies prolonged medical attention. 

There are many varieties of state medi- 
cine. And we are not concerned here with 
the technique of any of them, But it does 
Seem necessary to point out that when a 
considerable part of every community falls 
into ill health and eventually into untimely 
graves because its members cannot afford 
the luxury of preventive or curative medi- 
cine, there is certainly something grossly 
wrong with the present system. 

This is the basic fact that Dr, Routley 
appears to ignore.

Another Army Gone 


The last pocket of resistance in the 
Crimea wiped out, Moscow announces that 
61,000 prisoners were captured in the pen- 
insular campaign, Total enemy losses are 
given as 110,000 men, This is the heaviest 
loss inflicted on the invaders in any single 
campaign since the battle of Stalingrad, In 
the fight for Sevastopol, 191 German and 
Romanian vessels were sunk, many of them 
loaded with men and supplies. No estim- 
ate is given of the booty falling to the 
Russians, but it must represent a consider- 
able reduction in tanks, guns and other 
Nazi war equipment. 

The Berlin radio prepared its hearers 
for the bad news of this great disaster 
by saying the Crimea had ceased to be of 
Strategic importance. Perhaps that will 
reconcile them to the loss of a great army 
and the final collapse of the dream of a 
“march to the east” yielding untold wealth 
to the Reich. It can hardly strengthen their 
confidence in the military leadership which 
involved them in so heavy a sacrifice of 
men by sheer stupidity. 

There was plenty of time to get the 
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whole garrison out of the peninsula before 
the Russians closed the outlet, but it 
wasn’t done, An arrogant assumption of 
the superior fighting qualtiy of German 
and Romanian troops alone can explain 
the fact that they were left to hold that 
isolated outpost when the whole enemy line 
which flanked it was being driven back. 
That assumption is utterly destroyed, 
along witn the tradition of Prussian super- 
genius in generalship. 

‘It will be difficult for candid Germans 
to hide from themselves the self-evident 
fact that in the Crimea—as elsewhere on 
the eastern front—their supposedly invul- 
nerable army has been out-generalled and 
out-fought by the despised Russians.

The stages are fluid, but obvious- 
ly there will be three: the first a 
continuing war stage, before our 
enemies acknowledge defeat and 
give up their arms. In this stage, 
only military considerations are ad- 
missable. 

The next stage is bound to be 
transitional, The material for a com- 
pletely new civil administration will 
be non-existent. In this stage, great 
regroupings of the population will 
take place. We shall find millions of 
foreign workers, who will have to 
be restored to their own countries. 
There will also be millions of refu- 
gees, who have been moved out of 
their normal homes, in the most 
bombed centres — some of these 
homes no longer exist or are unfit 
for tenancy. And other millions will 
be absolutely necessary to keep an

People who have the third stage 
in mind will easily criticize the two 
others. For in the first and second 
stages our authorities have an- 
nounced that they intend to keep 
some Nazis in office. Of course the 
leading Nazis will immediately be 
removed, That has been announc- 
ed. It should not be difficult to 
know who they are since the Nazis 
have, themselves, published party 
year books, listing their most im- 
portant party offcials, 

The difficulty begins with second 
and third rank Nazis, an unknown 
number of whom have simply taken 
party membership to protect bur- 
eaucratic positions, To find out the 
truth about these men will be an 
impossible task if left to British and 
American officials alone, aided only 
by questionnaires and the American 
system of sworn affidavits. Even 
with heavy penalties for false state- 
ments, this will not function for real 
Nazis. 

Our objective will be to prevent 
“chaos.” But what do we mean by 
chaos? In the first stage, chaos 
would mean impediments to opera- 
tions of our troops. In the two first 
stages it will be necessary to pre- 
vent chaos in food distribution, In 
other words, all technical and eco- 
nomic matters must go on as 
smoothly as possible. 

But there is no possibility of a 
new regime emerging in Germany 
without vast political chaos. Take 
the courts. The administration of 
justice will be important from the 
outset, and the drastic purging of 
the courts is essential even if it 
produces. considerable chaos, for 
otherwise Nazis will intrench them- 
selves under whatever guise, in 
judgment over their co-nationals. 

The same is true of the educa- 
tional system. If, for a year or two, 
German children are not technically

The most fundamental task, how- 
ever, is the breaking of the terror 
system. It is estimated that the S.S. 


army contains at least 650,000 peo- 
ple. The party has a complete mili- 
tary and civil system paralleling 
the military and civic system of the 
state. The surrender of the Ger- 
man army does not involve the sur- 
render of the party army, which is 
not even under the high command. 

The party army and system will 
go underground, And we shall need 
much help from the German popu- 
lation, in exhuming and destroying 
this network which is well trained 
in revolutionary methods.

Its members are in all sorts of of- 
fices, And if these men remain 
alive and at large they will keep 
their network intact—and re-build 
it as they are doing in American 
prison camps.

The Ontario Budget 


From the Fundy Fisherman 

The annual Budget of the Pro- 
vince of Ontario which was present- 
ed to the Legislature of that pro- 
vince earlier this month by the 
Treasurer, the Hon, Leslie M. Frost 
makes very interesting reading. The 
accounts of the Proince are set out 
in great detail and in a manner any- 
one can understand, All redeipts 
and expenditures of the province 
being listed carefully, the net re- 
sult being a surplus of about thirty 
million dollars, and debt reduction 
of twelve million dollars for the 
past fiscal year, and a further sur- 
plus was forecast for the coming 
year. One of the most interesting 
parts of the budget was the fact 


that the provincial treasurer out- 
lined a plan whereby Ontario 
would be able to pay off their 


present debt over a period of years, 
and any new debt incurred would 
be more or less self-liquidating, be- 
cause it is proposed that the term 
of new borrowings will be confined 
to the life of the asset for which 
loans might be contracted or in 
other words as the asset wears out 
the loans will disappear, being paid 
off by annual installments, This is 


the most sound and scientific pro- 
posal with regard to the managing 
of Provincial debts that has ever 
been placed before the people of 
any province within memory, and 
reflects great credit not only on the 
Provincial treasurer, but also on 
Mr, Chester S, Walters, who for 
many years has been Controller of 
the Finances of the Province of 
Ontario, 

It is hoped that the plan will be 
adopted, 

Few Governments in the world 
have kept their financial affairs in 
as excellent shape over a period of 
years, as the banner Province of 
Ontario, an example has been set 
for other Provinces, Owing to the 
great cost of the war our Dominion 
debt is going ahead by leaps and 
bounds, therefore, the time is op- 
portune for the Provinces to greatly 
decrease or plan to pay off their 
debts in full in order to reduce the 
load of interest charges on an al- 
ready overburdened taxpayer. A 
province can never borrow their 
way to permanent prosperity, but 
by getting out of debt, a great 
milestone on the way to. better 
times will have been passed.

Scientific storage assures perfect 
safety. If you store them at home, 
they must be cleaned first. 

Be sure you store them in a 
moth-proof garment bag or closet, 
but do not trust to that entirely. 
After cleaning, spray them with a 
liquid that deals death to moths. 

If you have civilian clothes to 
store for the serviceman or service- 
woman, remember that woolens, 
suits and overcoats, should be tak- 
en out and sunned or steamed once 
a year, to restore life to the woolen 
fabrics. A good steam bath in the 
bathroom will do it. Then repack 
with as much care as you did in| 
the first place. 


Hats and Shoes 


Before packing felt hats, see that | 
they are renovated, even to clean | 
headband and ribbon, so that oil | 
will not permeate the felt. Store 
in boxes that will keep the shape. 

Shoes should be cleaned before 
storage, as dirt. ruins the leather, 
and if you have no shoe trees to 
fit the shoes, stuff them with paper 
to hold them in shape.

Building a Canadian Capital

Cleaning and Storing Woolens 


not only in springtime. One is that 
moths like other things besides 
woolen clothing, They will eat silk 
and sometimes other fabrics that 
are greasy, and you must keep 
them out of the entire house. They 
can ruin a rug in no time, if they 
get started in the dark area under 
a heavy piece of furniture, where 
thorough cleaning is infrequent. 

The other point to remember is 
that soil of any kind rots fibres, 
and clothing should never be left 
uncleaned for a long time, even if 
it is not in use, Oversoiling also 
makes it difficult to dryclean or 
wash clothes, and they may be 
ruined in the attempt to get them 
clean, just because the soil has been 
allowed to get too deep. 

Though we are fortunate in hav- 
ing enough dry-cleaning fluid to

ector, Canadian Youth Commis- 
sion, said here Thursday. 

In Edmonton to conduct the offi- 
cial hearings on Saturday of briefs 
presented to the Canadian Youth 
Commission by Edmonton and dis- 
trict youth groups, Mr, Tuttle said 
that Edmonton is among the first 
cities to complete its studies of 
youth problems in preparation for | 
the formal hearings. 

The Edmonton hearings will be 
held in the lecture room of the 
Public Library from 10 a.m. to 12 
o'clock noon and from 2 p.m. to 5 
p.m. Reg. T. Rose, chairman of the 
Alberta co-operating committee, 
and Dr. F. G. McNally, a member 
of the Canadian Youth Commis- 
sion, will be present. 

Mr. Tuttle, who is touring West- 
ern Canada on behalf of the com- 
mission, said that thus far confer- 
ences and hearings have shown an 
amazing maturity and interest on 
the part of young people in the 
problems facing youth today. 


FIRST DRAFT 


He explained that the commis- 
sion expects to have a first draft 
of all the briefs received some 
time in October, adding other 
briefs as they come in, and plans 
to have the final report ready by 
the spring of 1945. 


Recommendations made to the 
commission will then be followed 
up through sessions with public 
and private agencies with a view 
to bringing into practical effect 
some of the proposals made. 

Mr. Tuttle will remain in Ed- 
monton through Sunday, and will 
then leave for conferences in Leth- 
bridge, Calgary and Medicine Hat, 
following which he will go on to 
British Columbia. 

ASKS CO-OPERATION 

He emphasized that the Canadian 
Youth Commission is anxious to 
have studies made on problems 
facing both urban and rural youth 
and is making every effort to 
obtain co-operation from rural 
young people.

NEW YORK—Early

Move for Full Employment

WINNIPEG, Man., May 18~— 
Women must become more inter- 


ested tn the.movement for full em- 
ployment and must see to it that 
their government is doing some- 
thing to provide full employment 
if they expect to hold their own 
in the working world of the future. 

That is the advice Dr. Eveline 
Burns, formerly of the National 
Resources planning board, Wash- 
ington, D.C. gave the women of this 
continent in an address before the 
9th biennial conference on Cana- 
dian social work, 

Dr, Burns feels that women are 
not taking advantage of their right 
as voters and as members of a 
democratic system to see to it that 
concrete plans are being made and 
carried out to ensure full employ-

As far as employment in normal 
times, is concerned, women are still 
the fifth wheel on the cart, this 
authority on social security stated, 
and we must recognize that when- 
ever there are more workers than 
available jobs, men will be chosen 
first, The one chance women have 
of holding the ground gained dur- 
ing the past four years is when 
there are as many jobs as there are 
workers to fill them.

In fact, during times of unemploy- 
ment and depression women offer 
to do the work for less just to get 
a job, and this undercutting ruins 
the whole structure. 


WORKABLE SCHEME 

Therefore, Dr. Burns emphasized, 
it is in the women’s own interest to 
see what is being planned for her 
country; to pressure for some work- 
able scheme that will ensure a job 
for all; and to see it is carried out, 
for if unemployment again becomes 
general women will find they have 
again lost out. 

Dr. Burns sees a great opportun- 
ity for women in the public wel- 
fare field, especially in social case 
work. Women can be trained to do 
things as well as men, she said, if 
they are willing to undergo the 
same discipline and training. Look- 
ing at it historically, she pointed 
out, women’s best chances have al- 
ways been in new developing fields.
